President Roosevelt's followers 
expect him to veto the bill. Wheth- 
er Congress would sustain a veto 


or override it is uncertain. 


Administration leaders in the Sen- 
ate hope to hold in line enough 


votes to prevent the bonus forces 
from obtaining the two-thirds ma- 
jority necessary to pass the bill 
over a veto. The 55-to-33 vote by 
which the Senate passed the bill 
fell short of a two-thirds majority, 
but cash bonus exponents thought 
they could find the additional votes 
necessary. 
Reasoning of the Leaders, 

Administration ‘leaders relied on 
the 34 Senators recorded yesterday, 
either by votes or pairs as against 
the bill. Only 32 Senators, in the 


present Senate of 94 members, would 


be required to sustain a veto. One 
of the reasons the Patman bill was 
accepted by the Senate was that 
administration leaders threw their 
strength to it, believing it to be the 
measure on which it would be 
easiest to sustain a veto. 

Speaker Byrns predicted today 
that the House would override a 
veto but that the Senate would sus- 
tain the President. 

Recalling that there were only 
“ninety votes in the Housé against 
the Patman bill,’ Byrns said “that 
number should be increased by a 
veto, but probably not enough to 
stop the bill.” 

At his regular press conference 
today President Roosevelt declined 
to make any formal comment on 
passage of the bonus measure inas- 
much as he had not received it 
from Congress. Little doubt was 
left, however, that a veto awaited 
the bill. The President observed 
that he might not take advantage 
of the 10 days allowed by the Con- 
stitution for action on the bill. 

High-Water Mark for Bonus. 

The Senate's vote advanced the 
bonus campaign farther than it has 
ever gone before. It was the first 
time since the original bonus law 
was passed more than 10 years «go 
that a bill providing for cash pay- 
ment had gone through both houses 

Under the Patman bill, the aver- 
age veteran who had not. borrowed 
on his certificate would get $1000 
immediately. The average veteran 
who has borrowed would get arvund 
$497. Altogether, about 3,509,900 
veterans hold the adjusted service 
certificates. 

The Patman bill won out over the

Director Vidal said that “blind” 
landing equipment for two fields on 
the New York-Los Angeles airway, 
which includes St. Louis, would be 
ready for installation within a week 
or 10 days.

THE PATMAN BILL WINS. 

Like the House of Representatives, the Senate 
bowed to the demands of the veterans’ lobby and 
the inflationists by passing the Patman bill. This 
bill provides for immediate payment in cash of the 
soldiers’ bonus, or adjusted compensation certificates, 
by issuance of new currency in the estimated amount 
of two billion dollars. In the past two or three 
years, the country has had mild and controlled infla- 
tion in various forms, but the Patman bill calls for 
outright inflation of a crude kind. It calls for what 
is known as printing press inflation. 

Of course, the President will veto the Patman bill 
and the Senate, in passing it, was fully aware of that 
fact. That opens the strong possibility that many 
of the Senators who voted for the Patman bill, thus 
giving them a future argument for veteran support, 
will reverse their vote when the attempt is made to 
override the veto. As we have pointed out previous- 
ly, the real test of the Patman bill's strength will 
ceme then. Then it will be shown whether the Sen- 
ate’s action today represented deliberate willingness 
to endanger the nation’s fiscal system, or whether it 
was merely political boon-doggling 

We believe the latter will prove to be true, because 
if the Sepate had really been determined to force 
immediate payment of the bonus, it had before it 
two other bills which had a better chance of final 
enactment into law—the Harrison compromise and 
the Vinson measure. Senator Harrison went so far 
as to prophesy that Mr. Roosevelt would sign the 
Harrison compromise, while the Vinson measure, 
providing for bonus payment by the method 
of Government financing, had a stronger appeal to 
‘sober judgment than the Patman bill. 

Mr. Roosevelt, however, cannot pause to diagnose 
the intricate political reasoning of the Representa- 
tives and Senators who voted for the Patman Dill. 
He must meet the threat with all of the great pres. 
tige of his office. In his veto message, he must 
broadcast to the nation what the Patman Dill means, 
how it was forced down the throat of Congress and 
how it would affect the nation’s currency system. 
It is his stern duty to throw down the gage of 
battle: to the veterans’ lobby and the inflationists

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BEHIND THE PENSION DECISION. 

As leaders in Congress prepare to redraft the pend- 
ing economic security legislation in the light of the 
Supreme Court's rejection of the Railroad Retirement

The tendency to look at everything from 
the point of view of theore-ical or potential 
voting strength reached its high point for 
the year. in the encounter between the White 
House and the Chamber of Commerce. No 
one in Washington and apparently few per- 
sons elsewhere displayed the slightest inter- 
est in what the chamber actually said in its 
resolutions; all the interest was centered up- 
on whether ‘business’ had broken with the 
administration and whether the Democrats 
in despair would throw themselves into the 
arms of Huey Long. 

Yet the whole speculation is sheer guess- 
ing in the dark. The Democrats do not know 
today any more about what their strategy 
is going to be in 1936 than do the Repub- 
lic. ns, and that is putting the matter strong- 
ly. For the present, the stand taken by the 
chamber Ought to be worthy of considera- 
tion on its merits. 

In reviewing the resolution, it is somewhat 
puzzling to know how to interpret the cham- 
ber’s. silence on the monetary and: budget- 
ary policy. Nothing was said about the de- 
ficit for next year to finance the work-re- 
lief program, There was no demand for bal- 
ancing the budget. There Was no position 
taken about. stabilization or any indication 
as to what the chamber thinks ought to be 
the rate at which the dollar is stabilized. 

Nothing was said about silver. Nothing 
was said about the cheap-money Policy in 
the Reserve System, the potential credit. in-

It would not be fair to assume, I suppose, 
that silence gives consent. It is more prob- 
able that the resolutions that were adopted 
dealt with those subjects which happened to 
be uppermost in the minds of the convention 
and could, with a sufficient vagueness of 
phrasing, command its approval. 

Certain resolutions are more impressive 
than others. For example, it is hard to be- 
lieve that the authors of the pronouncement 
on. the banking bill have given serious 
thought to the radical changes that have 
taken place in the operation of our central 
banking system since the Reserve Act of 
1913, and when they say that the Eccles bill 
sets up ‘a political dictatorship over individ- 
ual deposits and credit,’ they disqualify 
themselves on the simple ground that they 
cannot have read the bill. For sound and 
substantial criticism, one must go to the 
American Bankers’ Association and not to 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

With respect to NRA, on the other hand, 
the chamber is on its home ground, and 
when it asks for voluntary codes and for 
relaxation of the anti-trust laws where an 
agreement has the approval of the Govern- 
ment, it is asking for what in 1933 the coun- 
try was told NRA was going to be. 

The chamber’s stand on the utility bill is 
like a political platform; it could be used to 
attack almost any bill and it:could be used 
to support the Rayburn bill after a few not 
very vital amendments. Mr. Sibley, the new 
president of the chamber, can find all the 
mandates he needs in the resolution for al- 
most any compromise he sees fit to support.

The resolution on the social security pro- 
gram is rather confusing. Thus, for exam- 
ple, it objects to the contributory old-age an- 
nuity provisions and also to the tax burdens 
The author does not seem: to have realized 
that the reason the contributory provisions 
were adopted as an eventual substitute for 
Old-age pensions is that pensions would 
make the tax Durden immensely greater. 

On unemployment insurance, the chamber 
asks for postponement and further study, 
which is certainly not unreasonable in view 
of the fact that this legislation means noth- 
ing to those now unemployed. The New York 
State unemployment insurance law, which 
just has been enacted in response to the Fed- 
eral program, is so full of serious. objections 
that a cooler appraisal of the whole subject 
certainly is in order. 

The chamber, of course, takes a stand 
against the 30-hour work week bill and the 
Wagner bill. The first probably is as ob- 
jectionable to the President as to the cham- 
ber; the second was. conspicuously missing 
from the program of his radio speech. The 
resolution about agriculture is vehement, 
but as I have not studied the bills referred 
to, I cannot say anything about it. 

On the whole, the best comment on the 
whole affair came from the new president of 
the chamber, Mr. Sibley: “The business pa- 
tient is just a vigorous and vociferous con- 
valescent,” and President Roosevelt ought to 
be the last one to be surprised. He said 10 
dayvs' ago that we had preserved free insti- 
tutions and were having recovery. The 
meeting of the chamber ought to be labeled 
Exhibit A in support of his claim.

Counting the Jobless

‘Sey of the projects to be financed out 
of the $4,880,000,000 work-relief fund is 
a census of the unemployed. We have de- 
pendable statistics regarding the banks 
foreign trade and other economic activities, 
But we still have to rely largely on esti- 
mates and guesswork in dealing with what 
is perhaps the most important of our na- 
tional problems—unemployment. 

Two private agencies—the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and the National Industrial 
Conference Board—compile monthly esti- 
mates of the number of jobless in the coun- 
try. Occasionally other private organiza- 
tions attempt to analyze all of the available 
information and data with a view to deter- 
mining how many able-bodied persons are 
out of work. The Federal Government, 
however, through the Bureau of Labor S5ta- 
tistics, merely compiles an unemployment 
index for the manufacturing industries and 
a few others. This index is based on “sta- 
tistical samples,” for the most part, 
than on any fairly complete survey. 

How wide apart the private estimates can 
be is shown by the totals published by these 
various agencies during the winter of 1932. 
33, when unemployment was at its peak. 
In November, 1932, Business Week, a c 
servative trade journal, put the’ numbe: 
jobless at slightly more than 15,000,000 
the following January, the Alexander Ham- 
ilton Institute estimated that approxima’ 
17,000,000 men and women were with 
work. In March, the American Federa' 
of Labor report indicated a total of almc 
14,000,000 unemployed, while the Natio: 
Industrial Conference Board placed the ‘> 
tal at slightly more than 13,000,000 in 1?! 
same month. 

The last-named body’s monthly estimate 
are based mainly on the count of the johie 
which was undertaken in April, 1930, in « 
nection with the decennial census of th 
year. This count, however, was notorious 
loose and failed to take into considerat!

son were not. It showed approximate 
2500,000 unemployed, while private es' 
mates at that time indicated that the to’ 
was closer to 6,000,000. 

The American Federation of Labor bases 
its monthly estimates upon the undenia! 
accurate reports of the extent of unemp! 
ment among the organized workers, but c 
only guess at the proportion of unemp! 
ment among the workers who are not un! 
workers. Moreover, it apparently does : 
include certain groups such as farm wo! 
ers, although a special survey undertak’ 
recently by the Bureau of Labor Statis' 
indicated that about 3,000,000 agricultu: 
laborers are at present without jobs. 

These private agencies are undoubted 
doing the best they can with the mate: 
they have at. hand. The flaws in their me 
ods only .serve to emphasize the need fo: 
comprehensive and accurate unemployme: 
census.

South, winning, cashed the king of 
hearts, and put his partner in with 
the jack, but it was too late for 
North and South to get any more 
tricks. I entered dummy with the 
jack of spades, and took my two 
club discards on the ace and queen 
of diamonds, then claimed the re- 
maining tricks, which were given 
up without any struggle. 


Had I bid hearts, it is quite 
within the realms of possibility that 
North would have opened the king 
of clubs. My only play now is to 
Bath Coup the lead by ducking, and 
since South’s lowest club is the eight 
spot, North might have come on. 
My losses, provided I played the 
diamond suit the same way, would 
have been confined to a club, a dia- 
mond and a heart. I do not wish to
